tary of State the names hy the first day of April A. D,
1857, of each county judge, clerk of the district court, treas-
urerand recorder, prosecuting attorney.sheriftand school fund
commissioner, in their counties respectively, designating the
office to which each is elected, and the date of the expira-
tion of their said office, and also to report in like manner,
and from all county officers hereafter elected or appointed,
within ten days after their election and qualification, to said
Secretary of State. '

Sec. 2. Itis hereby made the duty of the Secretary of Retord.
State to procure a suitable book, at the expense of the
State, in which he shall record the name, the oftice and
term of each ufficer so reported, as contemplated in the first
section of this act.

Sec. 3. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa City Republican and Iowa Capital Re-
porter.

CHAPTER 229.
CHANGE OF NAME.

AN ACT to change the name of Newcastle to Webater City.

Seorion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assemdly of the changs.
State of Iowa, That the name of the town of New Castle,
in Hamilton county, Iowa, be, and the same is hereby
changed to that of Webster City.

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its publication according to law.
